A New York correspondent, while in Havana,
conversed with Dg Rodus, the Spanish Captaio
General, and from his report of that interview
wo take the following. —

DE RODAK' OPINION OF AMERICAN OFPFICERS,

General De Rodas—Ah, you have been in the
United Ftates army, perhaps during the late
civil war?

Correspondent—Yes, sir; I held a commis-
elon as o stafl and line officer for four years,

General De Rodas—Then vou must be well
sequainted with the prominent military leaders,

tried very hard to obtain leave of abssnce
from our Minister of War to enable me to wit-
ness the great strugele then presented betweon
the peoples of one nation, a conntry which was
gencrally considered weak, infautile, and unedo-
ontoed in the art of war, but which presonted (o
the world, Instend of a childish farce or Spanish-
American revolution, the spectacle of two youug
giants, who, after every battle, and contrary to
what would have been the case in Europe, re-
newed the struggle with increased foree and de-
termination. 1t often brought to my mind the
remark of Geperal Zumalearregul, when apeak-

lng of the English legion who fought in
our groat civil  war, “Estos Ingleses
son murnllas de carne.”  (These F.n'.:ldeil nre

perfect walls of flesh,) And this reminds me of
that famous Southern General, Stonewall Jack-
gon, whose figure stood ont pre-eminent as my
bean ideal of a soldier, although Sheridan, Sher-
man, Grant, and Lee are, In my oplnion, equal
if notsuperior to any generals in Europe. Sherl-
dan was the Btonewall Jackson of the North,
and if we had a few generals llke those produced
by the United States, Spain might accept the
gage of battle from France or Germany without
any fears as to the result. I am astonished,
however, that General Bheridan or President
Grant should lend their ald and moral snpport
to o band of rebels, when they risked thelr lives
#0 often to suppress a rebellion,
DE RODASR ON ABMASHINATION.

Correspondent—But, General, we hear a great
deal of the assussinations of Cubans, who were
not even taken as prisoners of war,

General de Rodas—This unfortunately is too
true. I might give as an excuse that the rebels
act worse. You must remember that this is only
a partly civilized country, inhabited by the de-
scendants of Spaniards, who inherit the san-

ninnri; characler of the race, by the sons of

panish eriminals who were sent here while
Cuba was a penal colony, in addition to that
horrid mixture produced by the miscegenation
of the European, negro, Chinmman, and abo-
riginal. All ignorant peoples are bratal, and 1
cannot excuse the execution of any man nuless
he is a criminal. My only desire is to leave my
children the Inherltance of an untarnishetl
name, aud, if God will, the early pacification of
this territory.

THE LENGTH OF THE REBELLION.

Correspondent—Do you think, General, that
the war will soon be over?

General De Rodus —Yes, sir . The rainy sea-
son is drawing to a close. 1 have despatches
that the home Government will send me heavy
reinforcements, Those who come here during
the spring are now acelimated and conversant
with the pecnlinr mode of warlare necessary
here. In addition, the volunteers will take the
field, or at least o large portion of them. The
mere suppressing of the rebellion will be a
matter of o few weeks. The complete exter-
mioation of the small bands will require time
and Inbor.

THE AMERICAN RECOGNITION OF CUBA.

Correspondent—But  if  the Unpited States
should recognize the insurgents as belligerents,
would not that interfere very much with your
expectations and plans ?

General De Rodas—1 don't think the United
Btates will recognize the Cubans. In the first
place, they bave neither goveromont, harbors,
nor an organized army or navy; besides, the
Cubans, nccording to their manifestoes, don't
wish to be nunexed to the United States. Mony
and very influential Cubans we on the Spauish
side; they know thot under Spauish rule they
have become wealthy and flourishiog, incréasing
in population; the sense of self-preservation
is very strougly developed in  them, and
they have learned enough from the examples
given by Texas, Florida, and California, that the
Latin race is no match for the An lo-Saxon:
that they will be annihilated in a very quict yo!
pereeptilile and effective manner.  The inferior
race iust always give way to the superior race;
and although T am o Spaniard, with heart and
goul I am fully convineed that we are no mateh,
elther morally, physically, or mentally, for the
Teutonie breed, I must bid you good evening,
as o gontleman wishes to see me, and as soon
as your affairs are in train let me know.

Broannu, Caba, June 3.—The people of the
United States have manifested in the profound-
5l manner thelr sympathy for the people of
Cubn in thelr struggle for freedom and a na
tionality of thelr own, Amerlcnn and republican
in its chiarneter.

The delay in the transmission of the
news was doubtless owlog to the fnct that the
Cubang are in large numbers between Tonans and
Puerto Padre, and communieation is seldom and
diffendt. We have as yet oanly the Spanish
acconnts, mnot a word having arrived
through Coban sources. These in the past have
been by no means remarkable for their trath-
fulpess, and s=hould, therefore, be taken with
many gralns of allownnee. The official report
of Licutenant-Colonel Boniche, chief of the gar-
rigon at the time of the attack, appears in the
ffareite, It 18 very long and unreasonably diffu-
sive. His own foree had been reduced to 400
men, while the. insurgents, nccording to the
statement of a prisoner taken during the fight,
numbered betwoen 5000 and G000 and one plece
of artillery, About an hour previous to the
atlack, 200 men of the garrison, undeér Colonel
Faveln, hnd gone out to colleet cattle, leaving
but 200 to receive the onslanght of the encmy.
The attack commenced at half-past 4 A, M.,
on the eastern slde of the town, where it was
sustained for n few minutes by a small foree there,
gulekly reinforced from the plaza, The Spa-
niards were fighting behind their trenches, It
will be recolleetedd. The attack soon beeamo
generil at the four prineipal polnts of the town.
Colonel Favela, hearing the firlog from the out-
slde, returned on the double-quick, nnd entering
the town from the north attacked the epemy lo
the rear, eausing him groat losges,  Heo pecms 1o

have succeeded In reaching the plaza with-
out ditlicalty, and his force immedintely
strengthened the woaker wlints, I'hic
fight  contioned with  varle -1 RUCCERS At
the difforent olnls np Lo holf-pust 1
P. M. At one I{!w- the Insurgents had posses-

elon of nearly all the baildings in ghe =outhern
part of the town, and were working thelr way
towards the trenches surrounding the plaza by
cutting through the wills of the houses.  As the
attacks at the other polnts had mostly consed,
the commandant concentrated his foree and
moved on the enemy in that direction, his men
belng subdivided into two divisions. The in

surgents were protected by barrieades of furni-
ture, which were carried at the point of the
bayonet, while the cnemy froin the housetops
and from other points poured down a deadly
fire npon the charging column.  The advance of
the Cubans in that direction was checked, and
the fight carried to another portion of the town.
During the moring certain barrncks occupied
Ly the Spaniards were abandoned and burned
to prevent their falling Inte the bands of the
Cubans. At 12 o'clock the commandant set
fire to eight or ten houses about the plaza, in
order to supply himzelf with a more open space,
Furthier details of the fight are given, but they
are confused and withont Interest. At half<past
1 P. M. the insurgents retired towards the
country, after having set fire to more than 100
houses, mostly thatched, During the fight the
Cubans kept up a lively fire with their one plece
of artillery, dirccted mostly against the church
tower, beneath which the military hospital wns
situated, and falling mostly in the court-yard.
Now, suys the report, the intention of the enemy
in the attack was to capture the place and make
it the seat of the republican government. This
was evident from a proclamation of Cespedes,
attached to the report, o translation of which 1
forward, Cespedes and Quesada, it is sald, con-
templated the action from a distant eminence,
and near them, on the Principe road, was seen o
train, doubtless containing the insurgent ar-
chives, bronght up in the evident expectation
that it wonld be an easy matter to take the town,

The single objection in the mind of Judge
Matthews was that the exercige of the elective
franchize would confuse the nrhures ol the two
sexes, His idea is simply this:—Women are
women., They are to be wives and mothers, and
therefore they are to have nothing to do with
the government of society.

The speaker agreed that there is a different
function in the two sexes, but she differed {rom
him in this, that, because of this difference, you
should enfranchise one and make slaves of
the other; and the very fuct that there is a dif-
ference In the sexes, the very fnct that men are
unlike women, ntterly disqualifies men for legls-
lating for women.

Mys. Livermore conteuded that women had
shown thelr ability to govern by thelr govern-
ment of families, and quoted from the essay of
John Stuart Ml on the subjection of woman in
support of her position; and how is it known
that they have no eapacity to govern when an
opportunity has pot been offered them of trying
the experiment #  What women ask Is to have
those disabilities removed, and that they be
placed on u perfect legal and soclal equality with
men.

The Esenpes Pursult, and Capture of nn Expe-
dition Intended ftor Cubn.

The New Bedford (Mass.) Sandard of
